Mr  Hunkisson  resigned  office  at  the  end  of  last  week ;  and  at  the 
boginning  of  the  present,  Lord  Palmerston,  Mr  C.  Grant,  and  Mr 
Wiltbm  Lamb,  quitted  the  situations  of  Secretary  at  War,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  Seerelory  for  Ireland. 

On  Wednesday  Earl  Dudley  resigned ^e  seals  of  office,  as  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs.  On  Thursday  Mr  Frankland  Lewis 
resigned  the  Viee-Presidency  of  the  Board  of  Trade;  and  Lord  F.  L. 
Gower  quitted  the  post  of  one  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury. 

The  King  held  a  Couit  on  Friday  at  St.  James’s,  when  the  Minis¬ 
ters  going  out  of  office  delivered  up  their  seals,  and  most  of  the  vacant 
offices  were  filled  up.  The  Earl  of  Aberdeen  was  named  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  and  Lieut.-General  Sir  George  Murray,  Se¬ 
cretary  for  the  Colonies.  Mr  Thomas  Peregrine  Courtenay,  was  | 
appointed  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  ! 

Sir  Henry  Hardinge  had  previously  accepted  the  office  of  Secretary 
at  War,  Lord  Lowther,  that  of  Chief  Commissioner  of  the  Woods  and 
Fertsts^  and  the  Right  lion.  C.  Arbuthiiot,  that  of  Chancellor  of  the 
Di.chy  of  Lancaster. 

The  appoiatmeiits  ef  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen,  Sir  George  Murray, 
aod  Mr  Courtenay,  appeared  in  Friday’s  Gazette.  The  other  ap¬ 
pointments  were  officially  made  known  by  motions  for  new  writs  being 
made  in  Pariiameot  on  Friday  night,  for  the  places  represented  by 
the  new  Ministers. 

The  Morning  Chronicle  gives  the  following  account,  trhich  we  have  ! 
little  doubt  is  correct,  of  the  circumstances  attending  this  secession  of 
Mr  Canning’s  friends  from  the  Cabinet : — 

**  In  the  debate  .in  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  2lst  of  March  last,  on 
the  East  Retford  Disfranchisemcot  Bill,  Mr  Hn&kisson  distinctly  declared, 
that  *  if  OB  the  present  occasion  they  bad  only  to  determine  the  case  of  one

toa  eoQMBeretal  town ,  bot  if  there  were  only  one  Borough  to  be  disfranchised, 
be  should  vote  for  the  tranafereuce  to  thecemmercial  town.  It  so  happened, 
that  oo  llie  very  nig^  last  week  on  which  the  discussion  respecting  East 
Rmford  look  plaoe  m  the  House  of  Commo^  Earl  Cirnarvoa  declared,  in 
the  House  ef  Lords,  that  tbe  endeoca  having  failed  ia  the  oats  of  Pgnryn, 
it  was  pot  bis  ioteatioE  to  proceed  with  tke  Bill  for  tbe  diafranebisement  of 
that  Boro^h ;  aod  this  result  was  communicated  to  Mr  Htsikissoo,  in  the 
Hoaae  of  Commons,  by  Lord  Saodoo,  who  reminded  him  of  his  pledge  on 
tka  2lst  of  March,  and  called  on  him  to  fulfil  it,  aa  there  was  only  one 
Borough  now  to  be  di^t  with.

The  new  comedy  in  three  acts  brought  out  at  this  theatre  on  Tuesday 
evening  it,  we  apprehend,  taken  from  a  French  piece,  entitled  Xei 
Trots  Quart  'ters.  The  Three  Quarters  of  the  town  indicate  the  three 
sorts  or  stages  of  society,  as  they  are  to  be  met  with  in  the  Hue  St 
Honofif  the  Rue  Mont  ^anc,  and  the  Fauxbourg  St  Germain^  which 
may  be  supposed  to  answer  (we  speak  under  correction  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Admiralty,  skilled  as  he  is  iiKthe  transitions  from  low  to 
high  life)  to  our  Fish-street-hill,  Russell  and  Grosvenor  square. 
It  was  thought  a  nice  distinction  in  Miss  Burney,  forty  years  ago,  to 
place  the  residence  of  the  Harrells  in  Portman  square,  and  to  assign 
Grosvenor  square  to  the  Delville  family ;  the  one  being  considered 
as  the  resort  of  the  upstart  fashionables,  the  other  of  the  old  gentry. 
To  know  whether  this  court-geography  holds  good  in  the  present 
year,  see  the  flies  of  the  John  BuU,  or  the  Latt  ^ies  oj  Sayings  and 
JDo’ingSt  where  such  matters  are  noted  and  discussed  With  a  becoming 
want  of  elegance  and  decorum,  which  is  made  up  for  by  the  innate 
loftiness  of  the  subject.  -In  the  French  piece,  a  rich  adventurer  from 
South  America  is  introduced  into  these  different  circles  by  an  officious 
go-between,  as  a  travelled  prodi^,  un  homme  qui  a  vu  Bolivar  ;  and 
in  each  his  perplexity  ana  astonishment  increases  with  the  progress 
and  refinement  of  manners  in  jhe  Quarters  of  tlm  town.  There 
is  some  sense  in  that;  and  the  French  actors  have  the  skill  to  make 
the  line  of  demarcation  intelligible.  But  here  we  vow  that  though 
we  shift  the  scene,  no  progp’ess  is  made ;  or  we  are  at  the  top  of  the 
tree  in  the  second  stage.  Kitty  Corderoy  is  sufficiently  forward  and' 
vulgar,  it  is  true ;  Amelia  Mammonton  is  naturally  elegant  and  gen¬ 
teel;  but  we  get  no  farther;  or  rather  Lady  Chvlewood  is  a 
falling  ofiT,  having  neither  natural  nor  acquired  grace ;  and  the  Cotm- 
test  Dtncager  Delamere  is  distinguished  by  nothing  but  a  rude  and 
harsh  familiarity  of  manner.  The  Banker  (Mr  Cooper)  has  evidentlv 
the  advantage  of  the  Lord  (Mr  Hooper);  and  Jack  Pointer  (^^^ 
Jones)  a  busy-body  and  toad-eater,  carries  it  hollow  by  dint  of  sheer 
impudence  and  impertinence.  Mr  Jones's  Bond  street  slang — **  She's 
a  delicious  creature" — is  echoed  every  five  minutes  by  Lady  Deia- 
mere's — You'll  excuse  my  freedom,  Lady  Ckarlewood  the  changes 
are  rung  upon  a  few  and  slender  notes  of  fashion,  while  the  author 
has  the  full  range  of  the  Cockney  dialect,  and  sinks  deep  in  the 
bathos  of  low  life.  Mrs  Corderoy,  we  ob^rve,  is  played  by  a  Mrs 
C.  Jones.  Is  Mr  Jones  lately  married?  If  so,  we  congratulate 
him :  she  is  an  excellent  cook.  We  could  wish  the  accomplished 
author  of  Killing  no  Murder,  he  who  dips  his  pen  so  carelessly  in 

{lolson  or  honey,  the  Expert  improv'tsatori  in  fact  or  fiction,  would  turn 
lis  thoughts  to  this  matter ;  give  us  a  comedy  or  criticism  to  show  our 
actors  or  play-wrights  what  thay  ought  to  do  in  these  degenerate  days; 
and  from  his  ease  of  acceia  to  palaces  or  princes,  give  us  a  taste  of 
true  refinement,  the  couri-air,  the  drawing-room  grace,  the  after* 
dinner  conversation,  the  mmings  and  the  evenings  of  .the  great, 
instead  of  confining  his  abilities  to  teaching  young  gentlemen  at 
Long's  how  to  eat  their  fish  with  a  silver  fork:  the  waiters  might  fio 
that  just  as  well.  Or  could  not  Mr  Crokbr,  now  that  Augustus  has 
given  peace  to  sea  and  land,  and  who  shakes  epics  and  reviews  from 
his  brow  **  like  dew-drops  from  the  lion's  mane,^'  smile  a  comedy  that 
should  point  the  nice  gradations  from  the  city  to  the  court — 

**  Fine  by  degrees,  tod  bea'utifully  less," 
and  make  it  for  ever  impossible  for  Cheapside  to  pass  Temple-bar  or 
Ilutscll-square  to  step  into  the  Regenta  Park?  We  understand, 
indeed,  that  Mr  Colbuev  has  a  plan  in  contemplation  to  remedy  all 
this,  and  that  we  may  look  forward  to  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  in  lite¬ 
rature,  through  the  happy  idea  which  the  little  bookselling  Buoma- 
PARTE  has  conceived  of  establishing  an  inviolable  Conrordof  between 
the  world  of  genius  and  fashion.  The  proposal  is  to  buy  up  the 
manuscripts  of  all  auiliors  by  profcttion,  to  lock  them  io  a  drawer,  so 
as  to  pul  the  whole  corps  of  Garretleert  and  Grub  street  writers  on 
the  slielf,  and  leave  the  door  open  to  none  but  persons  of  quality

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principles  of  voluntary  contribution,  will  applaud  to  the  skies  the 
change  which  Mr  Colburn's  spirit  and  genius  will  have  brought 
like  a  perfect  paradise'  upon  earth.  It  is  whispered  that  a  certain 
Duke  has  got  through  the  first  act  of  a  piece,  called  **  The  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Politician,"  but  dreads  the  vulgar  composition  of  the  public 
taste : — nay,  who  knows  but  the  coast  being  cleared  of  plebeian  scrib¬ 
blers  and  the  rabble  of  competitors.  Majesty  itself  might  not  take  the 
field,  the  Lady  Godwa  of  the  scene,  in  a  night-gown  and  slippers, 
with  a  grand  romantic  interlude  called  *^The  Prince  and  the  Pre-' 
tender,  or  the  Year  1745" — with  Mr  O —  holding  the  glass-door  in 
Burlin^on  street  for  three  days  together  in  his  hand,  and  Mr  C— p- 
b — II  to  officiate  as  Pcfpmg  Tom? — “Oh!  dearest  Ophelia,  we  are 
ill  at  these  numbers but  neither  Ups  and  Downs  ‘nor  Carron-Side 
suggested  anything  better.  Mr  Liston  in  the  first  played  a  city  fortune- 
hunter,  who  pays  his  addresses  to,  who'  jilts,  and  is  jilted  by  three 
mistresses  in  succession,  to  whom  he  is  introduced  by  Jack  Pointer 
(Jones),  his  pretensions  rising*with  his  fortune,  and  with  whom  he 
is  confronted  and  exposed  without  much  effect  in  the  last  act.  He  at 
first  aspires  no  higher  than  to  Kitty  Corderoy,  a  tradesman's  daugh¬ 
ter;  but  having  twenty  thousand  pounds  left  him,  he  contrivei  to  cut 
with  her,  to  her  great  joy,  she  being  secretly  in  love  with  Mr  . Christo¬ 
pher  Higgins  (RosacLL),  bn  fatberis  apprentice,  a  person  by  no  means 
approved  by  her  mother  Mrs  Corderoy  (MrsC.  Jomes),  because  he 
himself  is  little  sneaking  chap,’^  and  bis  father  a.  tailor— ai  if 
tailors  were  nOt  in  the  order  of  nature  or  of  civil  society. '  Our  hero, 
that  is,  Mr  Felix  Mudberry,  next  offers  himself,  with  a  large  bunch  of 
flowers  and  a  suit  of  clothes  pfeked  up  on  the  way  at  the  Ready-tnade 
Dep&t,  to  Miss  Amelia  Mammonton'  (the  charming  Miss  Ellen 
Tree),  a  banker's  sister,  who  is  in  love  with  Furl  Ddamere  (Mr 
Hooper),  love  and  romantic  sentiment,  according  to  the  situation  or 
rank  in  which  it  is  found,  aiming  at  still  greater  and^  more  airy 
heights.  She  laughs  at  him  and  his  “  delicate  attentions "  (as  she 
well  may)— :but  ^ing  led  to  suppose  that  his  uncle,  Mr  Stanley,  a 
Liverpool  merchant,  or  as  he  used  to  call  him  “  Black  boy  Billy,**  is 
dead,  and  has  left  him  a  fortune  of  half  a  million,  be  begins  to 
blubber  out  his  sorrow  for  his'  uncle's  d^ath  and  his  own  “good,  he 
means,  bad  fortune,"  ataroro'ers  his  excuses  for  leaving  the  company 
of  Mr  Mammonton  and  his  sister,  and  is  wound  up  to  a  Countess  by 
his  mischievoQs  prompter.  Lady  Chdrlewood  (Miss  I.  Pa  ton)  is  dis¬ 
gusted  with  the  behaviour  of  her  new  and  absurd  admirer;  her 
mother,  the  Countess  Dowager  Delamere  (Mrs  Davison),  admires  hii 
fortune,  and  patronises  the  match  according  to  the  etiquette  of  rank 
and  hig^  life^  His  inconstancy  and  meanness  ar^  however  exposed 
in  the  meanTime  by  Mtss  Kitty  Corderoy,  who  is  intimate  with  both 
the  young  ladies,  living  been  at  the  same  school  with  them  some¬ 
where  in  the  neighlMurhood  of  London,  and  runs  up  and  down  **  the 
Ladder  of  Life  ”  as  she  pleases  (in  the  French  play  the  corresponding 
charecter  is  a  milliner,  which  is  a  little  more  in  xeeping)— and  Mr 
Felix  Mudberry,  in  his  own  emphatic  phrase,  is  “  blown  "  by  all  the 
three  at  once; — the  bubble  of  his  legacy  also  bursts,  and  Jack  Pmalcr, 
turning  short  round  upon  him  at  this  extremity,  advises  him  to  go 
abroad  again,  make  another  fortune,  and  -on  -his’ return,  promises  to 
introduce  him  to  a  Princess  1  Mr  Liston  produced  a  good  deal  of 
laughter  in  tlie  part,  but  perhaps  from  not  being  near  enough  to  see 
his  face,  the  drollery  fell  flat  upon  us.  It  was  (to  get  within  bow-ihot 
of  an  Hibemicism)  like  hearing  the  report  of  a  pistol,  before  seeing 
the  flash.

Ctrron  Side^  or  the  Fite  Champcti^,  a  new  Opera,  the  words  by 
Mr  Plancbe,  the  music  by  M.  Liverati,  was  brought  out  here  on 
Tuesday,  and  was  repeat^  on  Thursday.  The  dialogue  is  tolerable; 
a^d  so  are  the  songs.  Miss  Stephens  was  the  cliief  attraction  in  it ; 
though  she  does  not  make  much  figure  by  Scottish  stream  or  moun¬ 
tain.  Mr  Sapio  and  Mr  Wood  personat^,  the  one  i^military,  the 
other  a  naval  hero  in  it,  and  maintained  the  superiority  of  their 
several  professions  in  song  and  bold  defiance — with  equal  loudness 
and  skill.  Miss  Stepuens  {Blanche  Mackay)  the  supposed  daughter 
of  a  peasant,  is  in  love  with  Captain  Allan  Lindsay  (Sapio),  and  he 
with  her,  though  he  is  about  to  be  married  to  Grace  Campbell  (Miss 
Cawse),  who  likes  another  of  her  cousins.  Comet  Hector  Lindsay

Mus  Grace  'Campbell  under  the  circumstances,  and  from  her  previous 
indifference,  d^lares  for  Comet  lAndsuyy  and  Blanche  is  united  to  the 
Captain.  Mr  Keely  crept *on  and  oft  the  stage  as  usual;  and  Miss 
Cawsb  danced  and  flourished  round  it  as  she  sung,  because  Madame 
Vestrjs  doesso.  We  are  quite  satisfied  with  Madame  Vestris,  with¬ 
out  wishing  to  see  her  imitated. 


FINE  ARTS. 

MR  MARTIN'S  FALL  OF  NINEVEH. 

The  subject  of  this  picture  is  the  rout  of  the  Assyrian  army  and.  the^ 
entryuf'the^  Tti;iy>rieuS  armiei  of  the  Mede^  a  Baby  Ionia  us  through  the 
fallen  walls  into  Nineveh ;  the  conflagration  of  that  city ;  the  self'devoliun 
of  the^  monarch  Sardanapedus,  with  hU  concubines,  to  the  funereal  pile ; 
and  with  him,  the  destruction  of  die  -fained  Assyrian  empire.  The  epic  or 
imariaative  train  oftbought  raised  by  the  mighty  results  of  the  represented 
battle,  is  enlarged  by  the  immense  masses  of  grand  buildings  which  con* 
sUtute  the  royal  palace  and  city,  by  the  uncountable  combatants,  by  the 
enormous  tumulus*  reaebiog  the  clouds,  called  the  Tomb  qf  iVinui,  by  the 
twilight  giofm  which  pervades,  and  the  black  storm  which  hiogs  over  the 
scene,  and  by  the  glare  of  forked  lightnings  which  have  fired  the  city. 

The  imaginative  effect  of  the  picture  lies  mainly  in  the  stupendous  back¬ 
ground,  sky,  and  middle  distance,  where  the  city  towers  and  spreads 
grandly,  .where  the 'invading  fleet  in'  the  port  is  pouring  the  conquering 
troops,  through  breaks  in  the  enormous  wall  made  by  a  recent  oveifiow  of 
the  ilgrif,  and  where  the  impetuous  assailants  on  shore  are  driving  into  the 
city  the  army  of  the  Ninevites,  which,  with  chariots,  horses,  and  elephants, 
i*  pressing  down  iu  own  ranks.  The  dusky  tve  that  is  scarcely  sufikient 
to  light  the  avenging  pursuers  to  their  pray,  is  here  illuminated  by  the 
refiex  from  flashea  of  the  electrically  charged  sky.  So  is  the  impassioned 
fomground,  distinctly  shewing  the  horrors  of  despair,  the  agitations  and 
fsintiogs  of  fear,  ,the  irresolute  and  the  confirmed  purpose  of  mind  in  ‘ 
the  time  of  danger  and  death.  The  King,  with  his  countenance  aud  air  of 
mixed  dignity  and  deu^tion,  wakens  a  feeling  of  compassion  at  his  fete, 
mofligale  as  he  was.  The  energies  of  his  mind  that  could  lomelimes  start 
from  Its  lethargy  and  lasciviousness,  toatrenuous  aud  successful  enterprise— 
’A  *!‘“*'*®  ®®®quvted  in  battle— ore  in  collected  strength  ;  and  while  be 
IS  di^loring  the  misery  be  has  brought  upon  bis  favourite  women,  be  resolves 
to  die.  Here  the  painter  has  been  expressively  great.  Appropriate  passion 
has  flowed  alto  from  his  pencil  in  the  other  persons  of  the  arains ;  the  Coo- 
cubi^  who  are  giving  with  the  King  to  oeatb  on  the  pile,  especially  hii 
mnixed  favourite  Asabah,  who  leais  on  bis  bosom ;  the  Queen,  reluctantly 
•If  safety  by  her  maids ;  the  rebuked  revellers  in  drink ;  the 

puleriQg  and  plunder^isputing  slaves ;  the  Trojan  warrior  lifting  bis  sword 
*®^®**k  the  miscreants  who  are  tcofengly  drinikiug  to  the  Kiag ;  the  priests 
locking  at  him  with  hatred  and  contempt ;  the  minister  of  state 
who  IS  curvDg  ihe  King,  and  the  other  who  appeals  to  heaven  against  bim 
tor  ha V tag  been  the  perveise  cause  of  the  city  a  destruction,:  and  lasUy,  the 
Anguish  of  friends  and  relatives.  ■

and  drawing,  none  of  our  painters  of  landscape  and  architecture  have  yet 
painted  figuies  so  well,  especially  as  to  colour.  From  the  dun  distance, 
tempestuous  sky,  and  cream* coloured  and  demitinted  city  and  mid 'distance, 
the  foreground  comes  out  with  Rembrandt  richness  and  power.  Its 
extraordinarily  deceptive  and  lucid  gems,  its  pompons  easteru  dresses,  and 
the  costly  furniture  placed  on  the  funereal  pile,  altogether  rivalling  **  the 
wealth  of  Ormus  or  of  Ind,’*  characterise  the  gorgeousness  of  the  Assyrian 
court. 

While  the  painter  has  thus  made  the  elements  of  animate  and  ina¬ 
nimate  nature  tributary  to  his  emphatic  purposes,  he  has  done  the  same 
with  the  recondite  knowledge  of  the  antiquarian,  by  novelly  introducing 
the  mixed  Egyptien  and  Indian  styles  of  architecture,  which,  from  the 
geographical  situation  of  Nineveh,  most  likely  composed  the  Assyrian 
style.  He  has  introduced  the  mythological  serpents  wreathed  round  the 
ponderous  C'olumns  a|  symbols  of  eternity ;  the  bull  butting  at  the  mundane 
vggf  as  shadowing  out  the  first  creation,  Ac.  The  massive  firmness  of  the 
edifices  —  looking  immoveableness  — gives  the  spectator's  mind  repose 
amidst  the  agitation  of  the  scene,  and  finishes  the  round  of  a  multifariously 
epic  subject  which  the  master's  hand  retentively  fixes  in  the  memory  of  the 
imagination  and  the  heart,  as,  from  the  high  ascent  of  his  imagination,  aud 
through  the  grand  perspective  of  ages,  he  points  our  view  to  the  very 
remotest  horizon  of  accredited  history,  and  to  the  confines  of  the  fabulous. 

MR  LANE'S  VISION  OF  JOSEPH. 

In  Mr  Lane's  printed  description  of  this  picture,  he  excuses  his  uniting 
two  distinct  times  in  it,— that  of  the  Appearance  of  the  Angel  to  Joseph, 
and  the  Murder  of  the  Innocents, — by  what  he  mistakingly  calls  following 
the  example  of  Raffaelle  in  his  picture  of  the  Trunsjiguialiont"  for 
though  so  much  has  been  said  about  Raffaslle's  having  painted  two 
circumstances  together,  which  happened  at  two  separate  times,  the  fact  is, 
that  the  Transfiguration  and  the  Presentation  of  a  Mauiac  for  cure  to 
Christ's  disciples,  happened  at  the  same  time.  Even  if  Raffallle  in 
this  his  master-piece  had  fallen  into  the  error  of  anachronism,  it  would 
afford  no  excuse  for  Mr  Lane's.  No  name  however  illustrious  can  sanctify 
error.  Painting  cannot,  without  violence  to  truth  and  taste,  lepiescut 
more  than  one  point  of  time.  Wishing  no  doubt  to  give  sulKcient  seduttness 
to  his  colouring,  Mr  Lane  has  adopted  too  literally  an  opinion  of  Sir  J. 
Reynolds,  and  has'  too  much  neutralized  the  colours.  A  little  nearer 
approach  to  positive  colour  would  give  more  importauce  to  the  principal 
figures.  But  these  are  really  light  faults  in  balance  with  the  picture's 
beauties.  Mr  Lane  appears  to  have  derived  immense  iuvigoration  of  hia 
powers  by  having  inhaled  the  intellectual  atmosphere  of  Italy,  and  to 
have  been  animated  by  the  genius  of  her  happier  time,  which  still  lingers 
in  her  palaces  and  ecclesiastical  edifices,  and  which  wants  but  the  priiuu 
inspirer,  Liberty,  to  revive  its  dormant  power.  In  the  shadows,  the  soine- 
tioAes  sunny  browns  and  sometimes  pearly  Hues  of  the  fiesh,  hr  shrwY  tth 
study  of  the  tints  and  tones  of  Guercino,  Guido,  and  Nature.  IVo  wish 
that  he  had  omitted  a  corkscrew  shaped  Angel.  * 

The  central  attraction  of  the  picture  is  in  Joseph's  family  ^  and  in  the 
charmed  inteiest  which  some  of  the  angels  take  in  looking  at  the  beautiful 
object  of  their  visit  as  be  softly  reposes  on  the  lap  and  bosom  of  his  lovely 
motlier,  who  has  her  arm  round  him  while  his  hand  rests  in  her's,  which  is 
open.  This  is  a  delicious  domestic  picture,  which  we  would  go  a  journey 
to  see.  It  was  the  union  of  similar  domestic  feeliugs  with  the  other  at¬ 
tractions  of  their  subjects,  that  constituted  half  the  exquisite  interest  the 
Italian  painters  gave  to  many  of  their  religious  subjects,  their  Holy  Fa* 
mtVi'ex,  Ac.  The  face  of  Joseph  is  well  foreshortened,  beautiful,  in  manly 
orime,  and  expressive  of  the  rapt  and  heaven-visited  mind.  These  uiid 
other  beauties,  especially  the  historic  cast  of  the  dresses,  will  comirand 
unanimous  praise  ;  for  while  they  class  with  the  Italian  school,  they  will  bo 
honoured  as  another  trophy  of  British  genius  aud  perseverance  in  the  Fino 
Arts.  The  painter  has  been'  several  years  in  painting  it,  for  its  size  is 
colosssi,  the  infant  being  six  feet  in  length.  It  will  assist  in  grafting  Italixu 
on  British  leoius. 

We  subjoin  Mr  Lane's  amusing  account  of  the  resistance  which  the 
frightened  bigots  of  Rome  offered  to  the  public  exhibition  of  this  picture 
there,  and  of  the  decree  of  banishment  which  he  drew  upon  himself  by  at- 
temptior  to  reason  with  Cardinals  i— 

"  Before  the  picture  was  completed,  Mr  Lane  invited  four  of  the  most 
eminent  artists,  namely,  Caromuocioi,  Thorwalsden,  Wicar,  and  Minardi, 
membe/s  of  the  Academy  of  St  Luke's,  to  view  it ;  in  order  that  he  might 
avail  himself  of  their  suggestions  as  to  any  alterations  which  they  intglii 
deem  expedient.  Some  alterations  were  made  in  consequence ;  after  which, 
they  again  saw  the  picture,  and  expressed  their  entire  satisfaction  with  ir. 
This  was  communicated  to  him,  by  more  than  one  of  them,  in  writing ;  and 
all  of  them,  he  subsequently  understood,  professed  their  cordial  approval  of 
it,  in  those  companies  which  they  frequented. 

About  tbree  days  before  he  exhibited  the  picture,  he  sent  an  advertise¬ 
ment  of  it,  to  be  inserted  to  tlie  *  Diario  di  Koma  ;*  dt  the  same  time,  he 
requested  an  eminent  professor  to  draw  up,  in  the  Ita/i'in  language,  a 
description  and  explanation  of  the  leading  points  of  tbe  picture,  with  wIikU 
he  obligingly  complied. 

**  lire  profeaaor'a  manuscript  was  sobmitted  to  the  revision  of  four 
censors  of  the  press,  who  coocRrred  in  ayowtog  the  impresrion  ;  and  one 
of  them  visited  the  picture,  of  whicii  bn  eapreised,  and  that  in  writing, 
his  complete  appredration. 

**  A  Week  had  tinted  after  Mr  Lane's  eshibition  of  bis  picture  bad 
began,  when  he  wgs  surprised  at  neither  seeing  hit  advertisement  in  the

And  for  wbatrcasppt  Becaui#  he 
bad  placed  Josepb  and  Mary  vrov  viii  tAsia  matssess;  and  by  m 
dotag,  attempted  la  impugn  the  immaculate  sanctity  of  tbe  Virgin  1  It 
was  elso  alleged,  that  ha  had  caricatured  the  reputed  father  of  Cbriat, 
by  attaching  a  pair  of  horna  to  hia  bead  l*r»- which  mistake  aroap  from  the 
appearance  of  ilie  foldings  on  the  pillow  on  which  be  reclined. 

*•  Ifw  order  to  counteract  tbe  false'  impresaion  which  auch  b  maliciout 
report  rcapectiag  hi*  picture  might  have  made  on  tbe  Cardinal  a  mind*  a 
friend,  eiaiaeat  tar  hit  learning  and  orthodox  piety,  kindly  undertook  to 
give  b  true  aeooont  to  bis  Emiuence  of  Ihe  picture,  which  hb  had  twice 
Hbtn,  and  exbm'iit^  with  particular  atieutioo.  The  result  wai<— a  conviction 
that  tbert  was  nothing  in  the  painting  which  offended  either  agaiost  Ucli- 
ogey  oe  the  acripiural  history;  and,  consequently,  his  Eminence  retracted 
the  pmhtbiiioo,wiib  the  proviso,  that  Mr  Lanr  should  expunge  what  might 
ba  mistakeu  for  horns  Mpon  the  head  of  Joseph.

Hence  it  might  have  been  conceived,  that 
Mr  tvNi  was  guilty  of  the  same  irreverent  repreaentation ;  but  he  believes 
that  all  who  aaw  the  picture,  that  were  capable  of  distinguishing  one  object 
from  another,  among  whom  were  many  orthodox  Papists,  and  some  even 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Sagre  Pofaxco,  perceived,  instead  of  horns, 
merely  indentations  ia  tht  folds  af  the  pillow,  naturally  'caused  by  the 
prcMuit  of  the  head  of  Joseph,  However,  he  complaiaantly  scumbled  over 
the  ofieusive  folds,  made  hia  peace  with  the  Cardinal,  and  once  more  pro- 
ctf dfg  to  preea, 

**  Rut,  oa  the  fallowing  morning,  when  the  printer  began  to  work, 
arrived  a  counter 'Order  from  the  nlbpowcrful  tribunal  of  the  Inquisition, 
which  enjoined,  that  neiilier  adveriisemeot  nor  pamphlet  abould  tee  the 
light.  . 

His  only  resource,  then,  was  to  address  a  memorial  to  the  Cardinal 
tkeretary  of  iiate  (domiglia),  tlirougii  the  official  channel  of  tha  British 
CoiiauUtf when,  aficf  some  oonsideralton.  Ids  Eminence  politely  favoured 
Mr  Lank  wiih  an  avdieuae,  at  which  he  explaiued  to  kirn  the  real  bearingt 
gf  the  pMftuio,aiid  vindioated  himself  from  the.  calumnies  circulated  ageinst 
him  of  haring  inURded.ta  insult  and  impugn  ihe  dogmas  of  tha  Church 
af  lioHie.  Hia  Emineuca  replied,  that  be  would  take  time  U>  pruseeule 
his  ipquiriea,  bod  cooaider  toe  affair,  after  haviog  perused  tbe  various 
documeAts. 

.  Ua  a  aubamiafwt  visit,  his  Eminence  stated  that  he  was  fully  con«> 
viacad  of  Uit  grfu^idlcssneu  of  the  chaiuea  preferred  against  Mr  Lank, 
that  t\ary  obtiofle  Abould  he  removed,  and  that  the  advertisements  should 
be  priatod  forth witli.  Hit  Eminence  expressed  a  wish  that  Mr  Lane 
would  send  to  him  the  drigionl  sketch  of  the  picture,  that  it  might  be 
lubmiitwl  to  the  inspection  of  tlia  J*ope  himself.  With  this  he  complied* 
and  sent  the  sillch. 

^  After  three  or  four  days  had  eb>psed|  his  Eminence  sent  Mr  Lane  a 
meseage,  importing,  ibal  a  power  supbiiior  to  iiis  own  had  examined 
the  ekelcb,  and  iliel  the  decree  of  the  Inquisition  remained  unaltered  1! 
regretting  that  the  promise  his  Eminence  had  given  to  him  could  not  con- 
seqiieutlf  bf  fulfilled.

CHANGE  IN  THE  MINISTRY. 

Mr  Planta  moved  that  the  Speaker  do  issue  his  wiit  for  the.  election  af 
a  Representative  to  serve  in  Parfiament  for. the  shire  gf  Perth*  in  the  room 
of  Lteuleoaot-General  Sir  George  Murr^,  who,  since  hi*  election*  bad 
accepted  the  ctfice  of  ooe  of  his  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

Mr  Hume  expressed  his  regret  at  the  retirement  of  Mr  Huskisson,  f^roia 
whose  administration  he  had  hoped  to  see  a  material  reduction  in  Culoaial 
expenditure*  and  a  much-improved  system  of  Colonial  government.  With 
tbe  same  feelings  of  regret  did  he  regard  the  military  appointment  just 
announced, — that  of  an  iudividual  trained  in  tbe  camp^ — accustomed  to 
command,  and  likely  to  have  little  sympathy  in  the  feelings  of  our  Colonies. 
He  could  not  but  look  at  the  appointment  of  Lieutenant-Geoeral  Sir  G. 
Murray  as  a  calamitous  circumstaace.  He  did  not  mean  to  detract  from 
Ihe  military  qualifications  of  that  officer — from  what  be  had*  heard,  he  wu 
induced  to  believe  that  he  was  a  most  excallent  Quartermaster- General, 
and  that  one  more  obedient  to  the  commands  of  his  superior  did  not  exist. 
{Loud  cheers.)  But  he  (Mr  Hume)  could  not  forget  what  he  had  besrd 
him  state  ia  that  House,  namely,  that  helinew  the  British  soldier  well, 
and  that  he  liked  dogging  better  than  anything  else.*'  (Loud  cheer 
He  had  looked  at  the  Administration  of  the  Colonies  under  Earl  Bathunt, 
as  highly  disadvantageous,  but  now  when  he  saw  a  military  officer  sp- 
pointed  lo  the  same  situation,  he  looked  forward  to  a  worse  state.  He 
protested  against  this  introduction  of  i  Military  Government  as  subversive 
of  the  principles  of  our  constitution.  Unless  some  effectual  steps  were 
taken  to  resist  it,  we  should  have  nothing  but  military  domination  and  ex¬ 
travagance. — (Cheers.) 

Colonel  Lindsay  could  not  patiently  hear  Mr  Hiiroe'a  remarks.  Was  it 
to  be  said  that  military  command  made  a  man  unfit  for  eivil  office  1  Iha 
observations  of  the  Hon.  Memlrer  were  at  lcas|  premature.  Few  men  were 
better  qualified  than  Sir  George  Murray  for  the  sitiiatien  te  which  he  bad 
been  appointed :  he  had  aerved  in  moat  of  tha  Colonies,  and  wu  well 
acquainted  with  their  intereats. 

oiit'OEOROB  WABRENnER,  whHc  hc  bore  teatimony  to  tha  high  military 
character  of  Sir  George  Murray,  r^retted  the  appointnent  i-Hvas  sorry 
that  a  Government  which  had  been  approved  of  by  the  people  and  tbe 
HQus8<*-which  had  introduced  mcaaiirea  calculated  to  promote  the  best 
intercata  of  the  country-«ahould  be  broken  Up  on  ground  ao  trivial,  end 
upon  a  question  more  fit  to  be  a  child’s  quarrel  than  a  statesman't.  When  he 
considered  the  state  of  this  country  as  respects  her  internal  peace  and  exter¬ 
nal  relations,  he  could  not  but  regret  that  the  change  had  taken  plecf 
a  time  when  everything  was  unsettled.  He  regretted  to  see  the  ilfustnoos 
iadividusl  ngw  at  tbe  head  of  his  Majesty's  Government  pursue  the  course 
which  he  now  appeared  to  follow.

ll^commercial  systemj  the  leadings  principles  of  which  are  to  inctease 
(Ke  onesps  of  human  subsistence,  to  extend  trade,  and  to  regulate  prices, 
for  4he  advaat^e  of, the  producer  and  consuiner,  has  rec*eived  another,  and 
we  (ear  a  severer  injury,  thau  any  it  had  previously  experienced.  We  do 
nut  apprehend  that  even  the  new  Cabinet,  under  the  control  as  it  necessarily 
must  be  of  the  Aristocracy,  will  venture  to  check  its  progress  by  legislative 
enactments  ;  but  it  wilt  not  contain  men  who  have  the  power  of  defending 
it  in  the  Senate,  or  giving  effect  to  its  operations.  No  one  ever  imagined 
that  the  Head  of  the  Cabinet  understood  the  question  ;  but  the  arrogance  of 
the  monopolists  occasionally  forced  him  to  retire  upon  his  liberal  colleagues 
and,  strengthened  by  thdr  reasoning,  he  was  prepared  for  rebutting  the 
efforts  that  have  in  various  ways  been  made  for  breaking  up  liberality  in 
commerce.  It  now  becomes- a  question  whether  Mr  Iluskisson’s  plans  have 
sufficiently  ramified  themselves  with  the  commerce  of  the  country  to  resist 
the  plaaipur  tiiat  will  be  raised  against  them,  when  it  is  known  by  those 
who  fancy^  it  to  be  their  interest  to  decry  them,  that  pfficial  men,  should 
they  feel  inclined,  will  be  unable  to  defend  them.  Upon  the  reciprocity 
branch  of  this  subject  we  would  ask,  with  the  exception  of  Mr  Canning  s 
short,  and  .Lord  Goderich’s  still  shorter,  Premiership,  has  any  Cabinet 
since  1R23  contained  a  majority  of  liberal  politicians ;  and  yet  foreigners  are 
to  be  accused  of  not  freely  partaking  English  zeal  in  the  furtherance  of 
Mr  Huskisaon’t  views.  Why  should  they?  The  strongest  party  has  always 
beeu  against  them  ;  fur  when  the  Government  was  liberal  it  could  nut 
carry  iti  measures,  and  therefore  it  is  rather  too  much  to  expect  foreigners  to 
trust  to  the  good  faith  of  England  in  this  instance.  Their  cordial  co-opera-  I 
tion  (for  they  are  already  losing  their  prejudices)  can  only  be  obtained  I 
when  the  necessity  of  the  case,  without  reference  to  the  policy  of  the 
British  Government,  forces  itself  upon  them.

Tre  substance  of  the  Foreign  intelligence  received  during  the  week> 
80  far  as  it  poasessfs  general  interesti  relates  exclusiveljf  to  the  Russian 
and  Turkish  warfare;  and  the  proceedings  for  and' against  the  views 
of  the  Regent,  or  whatever  else  he  may  be  called,  of  Portugal.  From 
the  German  papers  we  learn,  that  while  one  division  of  the  troops 
passed  thePrutb  near  Jassy,  the  main  body  of  the  armjf  crossed  the 
lower  Pruth  near  Reni,  the  point  of  its  junction  with  the  Danube.  No 
tort  of  opposition  appears  to  have  been  made  on  the  part  of  the  Turks, 
who  merely  set  hre  to  Gallatz  and  retired  to  Braila.  At  the  same 
time  a  Russian. fleet,  with  12,000  troops  on  board,  appeared  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Danube,  steering  towards  Varna,  where  it  is  supposed 
that'  iht  force  wilt  land  and  make  a  diversion,  which  will  compel  (he 
Tarksin  the  lower  Danube  to  retreat,  also.  We  also  learn  from  the 
same  authority,  that  the  Russians  entered  Bucharest  on  the  15ih  ult. 
and  that  Prince  Gbika,*  the  llospodar,  immediately  resigned  his 
office,  and  was  scot  to  the  rear  of  the  army,  like  hjs  brother  of  Molda* 
via,  {S’ince  Stoubpea.  Thus. the  two.  Principalities  are  likely  to  be 
occupied  without  Bring  a  shot.  The  Sultan,  in  the  mean  time, 
appears  to  be  either  the  slave  of  some  great  delusion,  or  to  act  under 
the  operation  of  the  blindest  fatalism.  The  former  is  supposed 
to  consist  in  a  supposition,  that  at  the  last  moment  Austria  and 
the  other  Powers  of  Europe  will  certainly  interfere ;  the  latter,  we 
need  not  say,  is  an  afiair  of  creed.  Whatever  the  remote  or  proxi¬ 
mate  causes  of  his  apparent  apathy,  he  will  soon  be  roused  from  it; 
for  if  something  in  the  form  of  a  dbcipUnedand  numerous  army  be  not 
very  soon  concentnmd  in  opposition  to  them,  the  Russians  will  bring 
the  formal  declaration  of  war,  (or  which  it  is  said  that  he  is  waiting, 
to  Constantinople,  on  the  point  of  the  bayonet.

Immediately  after  official  receipt  of  (he  decree  published  at  Lisbon  under 
date  of  the  3d  inst.  convoking  the  three  Estates  of  the  kingdom,  the  Marquis 
de  Palmella,  Portuguese  Ambassador  at  this  Court,  addressed  an  official 
note  to  the  Earl  of  Dudley  on  the  23d  of  this  month,  stating,  that  *as  that 
decree,  both  from  itsybrm  and  laogunge,  left  no  longer  any  doubt  as  to  tha 
nature  of  the  events  now  passing  in  Portugal,  he  could  not  from  that  reo* 
ment  consider  himself  as  any  longer  conneoti^  with  the  actual  Governmckt 
in  Lisbon,  without  violating  the  oa'ths.he  had  taken  to  the  King  Don  Pedro 
and  his  legitimate  successors,  and  to  the  Constitutional  Charter  granted  to 
the  Portuguese  nation  by  that  Sovereign,  to  whom  be  should  immediately 
transmit  an  aoMtunt  of  the  step  he  had  taken,  soliciting  bis  Royal  orders 
under  these  extraordinary  circumstances. — Times,  •  • 

We  learn,  through  the  medium  of  a  gentleman  lately  arrived  from  Den¬ 
mark,  that  the  resignation  of  the  King  in  favour  of  his  nephew,  the  heir 
apparent,  is  soon  expected.  A  report  has  emanated  from  the  circlet  about 
the  Court,  and  is  generally  believed  in  the  country,  that  the  King,  when  be 
resigns,  will  give  Denmark  a  free  Constitution.  The  heir  apparent,  who 
resided  four  yeaia  in  Italy,  is  a  roan  of  literary  habits  and  the  most  amiable 
character,  and  he  is  believed  to  be  rather  liberal  in  his  sentiments,  'fha 
Government  of  Denmark  was  a  Monarchy  tempered  by  States  till  1600, 
when  the  Clergy  and  the  Commons  resigned  their  own  rights  into  the  haodi 
of  the  King,  and  compelled  the  Nobles  to  follow  their  example.  Denmark 
thus  became  an  absolute  Monarchy  without  a  struggle ;  but  the  Govern* 
ment  has  generally  been  administered  with  great  milaness  and  moderation. 
It  is  by  no  means  improbable  that  the  present  King  intends  to  introduce  a 
Representative  Constitution.  The  prejivdicet  against  such  polilical  improve¬ 
ments  are  fast  giving  way.  even  among  Crowned  Heads,  llie  examples  4f 
England,  France,  HoHand,  and  Bavaria,  show  that  Kings  may  be  powerful 
and  happy  though  controlled  by  Legislative  Chambers.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  fantastic  tricks  played,  in  the  face  of  Europe,  by  Paul  of  Russia 
and  Ferdinand  of  Spain,  ought  to  make  every  considerate  Monareb  aaxkilii 
to  provide  securities  against  such  folly  or  msdness  in  his  own  descendanla; 
and  there  is  no  adequate  security  but  a  system  of  representsl’oo.  Denmark 
being  too  weak  to  seek  conquest  or  glory  ,  the  only  path  of  distinction  open 
to  her  Kings  is  that  of  political  amelioration  ;  and  standing,  at  the  does,  in 
the  dangerous  position  of  a  small  Slate  encompassed  by  powerful  neighbours, 
it  is  doubly  necessary  for  her  to  secure  the  atUchmeot  of  her  people  by  the 
superiority  of  her  institutions.— Scorimaa.

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  at  one  of  the  pits  of  the  Dee  Green  colliery 


a  boy  takiniir  a  lighted  candle  towards  the  spot,  it  ignited,  and  a  trenteo- 
doiit  explosion  followed.  Tliere  were  at  the  time  upwards  of  thirty  men 
•nd  boys  in  the  mine,  nine  were  killed  on  the  spot,  and  eleven  others 
dreadfully  wounded;  most  of  these  had  their  limbs  broken,  and  were 
shockingly  scorched.  The  explosion  blew  up  the  machine  which  covered 
the  mouth  of  the  pit.  The  men  who  escaped  were  preaerved  by  being  in 
another  part  of  the  pit,  where  there  was  an  air  pipe.— CAsjler  CAroniefe. 

Monday  morning,  a  fine  little  boy,  three  years  of  age,  the  son  of  Mr 
Wadham,  of  Milbank  street,  Westminster,  had  for  the  first  time  been 
breeched,  and  was  treated  with  a  ride  in  a  gig  with  bis  father.  In  their 
progress  they  had  to  open  a  gateway,  wherf  the  father  having  alighted 
for  that  purpose,  the  gate  struck  the  horse,  and  it  set  off  at  full  gallop; 
Mr  Wadham  was  knocked  down,  and  the  gig  went  over  his  thigh,  which 
was  seriously  injured :  the  child  was  thrown  out  and  killed  upon  the 
spot. 

On  Saturday  last,  Mr  Fenwick, of  Brinkheugh,  nine  or  ten  miles  from 
Morpeth,  took  up  his  gun  in  tlie  house,  deliberately  fired  at  his  son, h  fine 
young  man  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  years  of  age,  and  then  ran  off. 
The  youth  went  to  the  door,  staggered  across  the  fold-yard  to  the  barn, 
and  told  a  man  lie  saw  there  to  go  for  a  doctor,  as  his  father  had  shot  him. 
He  expired  in  a  few  minutes.  .  The  father  has  been  taken  into  custody. 
It  is  understood  that  the  father  and  son  were  on  good,  terpas  on  the  very 
morning,  so  that  it  seems  probable  the  deed  was  committed  in  a  sudden  fit 
of  inssnity. — Tynt  J^lercury. 

On  l\iesday  last  a  very  valuable  blood  colt,  two  years  old,  the  property 
of  Sir  Arthur  Chichester,  being  in  an  enclosure  with  some  bullocks,  wtf 
gored  by  one  of  them,  so  that  his  bowels  protruded  through  the  wound. 
Infuriated  with  the  pain,  the  poor  animal  galloped  round  the  field,  with 
his  intestines  trailing  on  the  ground,  and  stepping  on  them  with  his 
hinder  feet,  a  considerable  portion  was  separated  from  him.  At  length 
he  liiid  down  and  rolled  on  the  ground,  till  hit* bowels  became  literally 
wound  like  a  band  round  his  body.  An  end  was  then  put  to  hia  suffer¬ 
ings,  at  the  command  of  his  owner,  by  shooting  him  in  the  head.  Two 
hundred  guineas  had  been  refuted  for  him  a  abort  time  ainoe.

Nostrums.— On  Wednesday  evening  an  inqiieat  waa  held  in  Clerkcn* 
well  on  the  body  of  Richard  Bridgman,  a  child  of  three  moniha  old.  l^it 
father  is  a  cutler  in  Rawatone  street ;.  and  slated  that  the  babe  being 
unwell  in  the  bowela,  he  went,  by  the  advice  of  tome  friends,  to  a  man 
named  Nidiolaoii,  in  Ironmonger  row,  St  Luke's,  and  bought  twopeony* 
worth  of  a  medicine  which  Nicholson  told  for  bowal-complainta.  Wit- 
nesa  asked  Nicholson  what  waa  a  proper  dose  for  a  child  ol  three  months, 
ind  was  told  three  lea-spoonsful.  Nicholson  drew  the  stuff  out  of  a  barrel, 
and  filled  a  small  phial.  On  Sunday  night  the  wife  of  wimeaa  gave  the 
child  three  tea-apoonafiil  of  the  medicine,  and  then  put  it  to  beu ;  about 
three  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  child  waa  taken  with  convul^tpns,  and, 
noiwiihatanding  medical  attendance,  he  expired  a  few  hours  afierwards. 
— Mr  Roberts,  a  surgeon,  deposed  that  the  medicine  given  to  the  child 
was  a  strong  preparation  of  opium,  end  sufficient,  in  witness'  opinion,  to 
destroy  life.— Tliomas  Nicholson,  of  14  Ironmonger  row,  deposed  that  he 
was  a  green-grocer.  He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  selling  the  medicine 
for  complaints  of  the  bowels,  for  the  last  five  years;  on  taking  the  house 
he  at  present  occupies,  he  found  a  ouantity  of  bottles  in  the  shop-window, 
which  contsined  tne  medicine,  anu  was  informed  that  every  person  who 
had  resided  there  for  the  last  twenty  years  had  retailed  it  to  the  pnblio, 
fVitness  had  no  receipt  for  the  medielnet  and  did  not  knom  from  what  it  U 
prepared.  He  was  not  aware  that  it  was  a  strong  poison,  and  hij^hty 
injurious  to  the  human  frame.  He  had  frequently  sold  4d.  worth  of  it  to 
adults,  without  any  bad  effects  resulting.  He  generally  recommended 
two  or  three  tea-a|>oonsful  to  a  child  of  three  or  four  moniha  old.— Tlia 
Jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the  child  died  in  consequence  of  an  over¬ 
dose  of  medicine,  sold  at  a  substitute  for  Godfrey's  Cordial.  Niobolson 
was  severely  reprimanded  by  the  Coroner,  and  promised  to  sell  no  more 
of  the  preparation. 

Thursday  morning,  a  gentleman  of  .the  name  of  Pugh,  feeling  himself 
rather  indisposed,  went  into  the  shop  of  Messrs  Fynmore  h  Co.  druggists, 
in  Tlirogmorton  street,  and  ssksd  for  some  sulphurile  of  magnesia  ;  a  lad 
in  the  shop  gave  him,  by  mistake,  suipbtirile  of  sine,  or  tome  other  poi¬ 
sonous  drug.  In  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  he  was  taksn  dangerously 
ill,  sod  was  conveyed  home  in  a  very  precarious  slate.  The  quantity 
was  so  great  that  it  would  not  remain  on  his  stofiMch,  or  death  would 
have  immediately  ensued.
